In order to enforce the new Soviet Zone patont law, the Office for Inventions 
and Patents (Amt ftir Orfindungs-und Patentwesen-AEP), was established in 
verlin, Nessischestrasse 11-12. In keeping with the tenets of the Sovict 
Zone Government, the main tas«x of the new office was not the protection of 
patents and inventions, but the "encouragement of creative thinking for 
the benefit of the socialized j best! office has been ordered to 
complete its preparatory wor' and to commence granbing 
patents as of that date. Operational and administrative difficulties en- 
countered make it appear very doubtful that the office will be able to 
meet that deadline. Operationally, the office found that it lacks suffi- 
cient patent catalogues and other background material to judge the ori- 
ginality of submissions and administratively it found that it lacks quali- 
fied persomel to judge their validity. In the entire last “one only 
three apparently comprehensive patent catalogues could be found, one at 
the school of #ngineering in Koethen, one at the chamber of commerce in 
Halle, and one at the city library in.Chemnitz, but even after those were 
shipped to Berlin it was found that they were woefully incomplete. At~ 
tempts are now underway to supplement them through pnotestats of the files 
from the patent office in Munich (US Zone) and by purchase of all cata~ 
logues published in the Vest Zones. Administratively the office was never 
able to fill more than 138 of the 292 positions its roster calls for, and 
even of those ppointed some had to be discharged for lack of "political 
reliability."

25X1A MMMMit.c Aue addressed a new plan to we ‘linistry of State Planning 
which vould cive all producers access to new inventions arainst a 
reasonable royalty. kxchanre of patents with satellite states has also 
provided sone difficulties. Up to the present, the inventor receives a 
royalty of 5% of the profit made by the plant exportinr the patent. He 
receives no royalties at all fron subsequent uscrs in the other country. 
A new plan calls for a royalty of 205 on profits made by all users. 
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
